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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicants are hereby informed that the correct numbers of the claims to 
be grouped in the elected group I are 1-3 and 11-13. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



Claims 1-3 and 11-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over EPA 0,310,171 . 

The cited prior art discloses process and composition for producing thermoplastic 
fibers by melt spinning, and to tires comprising fibers thus spun. 

The fibers comprise alternating copolymers and terpolymers of CO, ethylene and 
propylene, wherein ethylene is the major olefin compared to propylene. The polymers 
have melting points in excess of 225 Deg. C. Patentees disclose on page 2, lines 48-50, 
that the physical properties of the polymer will depend in part on the MW of the polymer, 
whether it is a copolymer or a terpolymer, and the relative proportion of the second HC 
present in the case of the terpolymers. Patentees then disclose in Example 2 a 
terpolymer of CO, ethylene and propylene which is melt-spun at a temperature of 242- 
287 deg. C, and stretched 5 to 10-fold. Patentees do not disclose the physical 
characteristics as claimed, but it is the Examiner's position that the said characteristics

would be inherent in the prior art fibers, or at least would have obvious based on the 
processing parameters as disclosed by the prior art.
